Too often parents forget how 
important seemingly trivial mat- 
ters are to children. Frequent- 
ly, they crush the pride the 
child has in his own ideas. Par- 
ents should learn to view child- 
ish thoughts and actions from 
the child's point of view. Chil- 
dren need to be understood. 

Early in life, children do place 
confidence in their parents and 
those close to them. Every ef- 
fort should be made to retain this 
confidence. So often, parents 
have to. confess that their chil- 
dren don't tell them a thfng. 
Forcing young people to give a 
detailed account of their activi- 
ties is of no avail. Children 
can be helped into the 'young 

people* stage — wanting to tell all 
to (heir parents. What they 
really need is understanding 
listeners through each stage of 
their development. 
;' Not children alone, but adults 
as well, confide in and love 
those who seem to understand 
them. Both turn from those who 
cease to understand them. They 
seek the company of others in 
whom they can place their trust. 
This situation "creates many dif- 
ficulties and is responsible for a 
large percentage of erring young 

people and broken homes.

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Aurora's 1947 tax rate will 
have a reduction of .26 mills to 
start with as York county coun- 
cil has reduced the county levy 
to 5.13 mills for this year. But 
for a .59 mill rate set for hospi- 
tal purposes, the mill rate would 
have only been 4.60. The reduc- 
ed tax rate was not, however, 
arrived at by savings but by the 
issuing of debentures of $75,000. 
and $51,000 for roads and the

Last night in the Boston Gar- 
dens, a capacity house of cheer- 
ing hockey fans and sports dig- 
nitaries from all parts ol Can- 
ada and the U.S.A. paid tribute 
to one North York regards as a 
"native son". The tribute was 
to Aubrey "Dit" Clapper, famed 
coach of the Boston Bruins, who 
first saw the light of day on 
February 9. 1906, in Newmarket 
and received his early education 
and his start on skates on the 
tannery pond in Aurora. 

"Dit'% 6' 2*' and weighing close 
to 215 lbs., is now 40 years of 
age, the oldest player in the 
national hockey league by point 
of age and for 20 consecutive 
years a playing member of the 
same N.H.L. -team, a record no 
other player fn the history of 
the game has ever equalled. 

Clapper, whose father, the late 
"Bill" Clapper, resided on Ma- 
chell Ave. and was employed in 
the Collis Leather plant, was 
one of three brothers. He saw 
his two older brothers, Don and 
Bruce, both play hockey here 
and with a bunch of other kids, 
he used to cavort on the tannery 
pond and neighboring creeks 
and ponds, armed with a cast- 
off hockey stick and puck. 
'When he was 13, the' family 
moved back to Hastings, from 
where ft had come, and "DUX" 
started his hockey career there. 



packed with colorful, all-time 
hockey ffgures. Then he drop- 
ped back to defence, where he 
won even greater fame. He has 
been picked on both alternate 
and all-star teams on numerous 
occasions, but it was as a de- 
fenccman he won all-star rating. 
Teamed with Marty Gainor and

rated and yet most effective 
forward lines in the history of 
the game. In Boston, only the 
great Eddjc Shore is rated as a 
better defenceman.

Last week the Aurora Era 
carried the exclusive story of 
the transfer r ot the Queen's York 
1st American Regiment, infantry, 
to the 25th Armored Regiment 
(Queen's York Rangers). 

Major Norman F, Johnson, of- 
ficer commanding C squadron of 
the new armored unit. lias issued 
the following appeal: 

"The regiment is now official- 
ly designated the 25th Armored 
Regiment (Queen's York Rang- V^V 
ers). It is commanded by Lt.- 
Col. J. W. G. Hunter and is com- 
posed of headquarters. A, B and 
C squadrons, of which C squad- 
ron is at Aurora, and command- 
ed by myself. Members of the 
regiment of basic rank, become 
troopers instead of privates and 
all ranks wear the black beret 
which became famous in the re- 
cent war and is still worn by the 

chief of the gene nil staff of the 
British army. 

"What is the future of the 
regiment and especially of the 
local squadron? Are we again 

to leave our military organiza- 
tions to struggle along with little 
support and depend on a few 
patriotic persons who would 
rather give their time, even at 
expense to themselves, than to 
see their country totally unpre- 
pared? Can we say that a re- 
serve army is not needed? 
Those to whom we cm rust the 
affairs of our country say we 
do need an army which they 
hope to keep small but complete 
enough to serve as a basis for 
rapid expansion at need. 

"Aurora enjoys a certain degree 
of distinction in that a squadron 
of the county regiment is posted 

here. This is the only rural 
centre in the county so honored. 
The towns of Aurora, Newmar- 
ket and surrounding municipali- 
ties have from the beginning of 
the York Rangers been promin- 
ent in the affairs of the regiment 
and will no doubt proudly carry 
on that association. Regimental 
traditions can and should mean 
much in the life of a municipal- 
ity. In many centres it is the 
natural procedure for the young 
men, especially of certain fami- 
lies, to serve in the local regi- 
ment and many of the social 
activities of the community cen- 
tre around the regiment. How 
could it be otherwise in a com-

Every farmer is urged 
to attend, and learn about the 
menace that threatens dairy and 
butcher cattle alike. W. M, 
Cockburn told council that three 
sprayings are required to kill the 

fly, and the cost would be 20 
cents for each animal for one 
spraying, er sixty cents for the 
three sprayings.
